It fails to 
keep pace with price movements, and 
when reductions are made employes 
are likely to resent them.

matter how the cost of necessaries 
fluctuates. 
A definite wage is adopted as the 
starting point. Then the wages subse­ 
quently, from month to month, are 
readjusted according to some set of 
estimates 
like 
“ Bradstreet’s 
Index 
Figures.” These figures represent the 
general price movement, up or down, 
of ninety-six items that enter into the 
living expenses of 
a family. 
They 
cover 
breadstuff's, livestock, provis­ 
ions, fruits, 
hides, 
leather, 
textiles, 
metals, chemicals, drugs, fuel, build­ 
ing materials, etc., and are regarded 
as a very accurate register of varia­ 
tions in the cost of living. When the 
index figure for any particular month 
shows a rise in the price level a pro­ 
portionate percentage is added as a 
bonus to the employe’s wages. 
If the 
figure goes down, there is a propor­ 
tionate reduction. In either case an 
intelligent employe 
understands the 
fairness of the plan, and is usually 
satisfied with it. 
Wages and salaries, of course, can­ 
not 
be made 
altogether automatic. 
There has to be provision made lor 
the 
rising of 
pay according 
to 
in­ 
creased ability or proof of special tal­ 
ent, from time to time. Then, when 
this merited raise is given, the bonus 
is figured on the new rate of pay. 
Very likely the ideal way would be 
to have a money system which itself 
operated automatically so that a dol­ 
lar would always buy the same amount 
of the same commodities. But as long 
as the purchasing power of the dollar 
varies a s it does, this sliding wage 
scale looks like a pretty satisfactory 
arrangement.
